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Sir Arthur Worley 
of N.B.&M. Is Dead 


Deputy Board Chairman, He Was 
Managing Director Until 
January 19 





VISITED U. S. LAST YEAR 


Attained High Distinction Outside the 
Insurance Business as Well 
as Within It 


Sir Arthur Worley, deputy chairman 
and until January managing director of 
the North British & Mercantile, died 
July 19 at his home, Oxshott, Surrey, 
England. He was an internationally 
famous insurance figure. 

In addition to the distinctian he 
achieved in connection with the insur- 
ance business, Sir Arthur was chairman 
af the British Creditors Committee hav- 
ing to do with the British liabilities 
growing out of the Ivar Krueger debacle 
and was chairman of a British commit- 
tee which dealt with the credit situa- 
tian arising out of the German debt 
moratorium. In the latter capacity he 
conferred with Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, 
then president of the Reichshank and 
now the German government’s chief eco- 
nomic adviser. 

Sir Arthur’s retirement in January as 
managing director of the North British 
& Mercantile was due to impaired 
health, He had held that office since 
1928, having previously been general 
manager. He was elected deputy chair- 
man of the board in 1936. He was also 
chairman of the boards of the Railway 
Passengers, Ocean Marine and Fine 
Arts & General, all subsidiaries of the 
North British & Mercantile. 


Began with London & Lancashire 


Sir Arthur Worley began his insur- 
ance career in 1892 when he entered the 
Manchester office of the London & ‘Lan- 
cashire. There he served until 1911, 
being successively assistant manager for 
Birmingham, local manager in Edin- 
burgh and accident manager at the head 
office. In the latter part of 1911 he 
joined the North British, becoming 
manager of the Railway Passengers As- 
surance. In 1914 he was made joint 
foreign fire manager of the North Brit- 
ish and was made fire manager in 1916. 
He became general manager in London 
in 1918 and general manager of the com- 
pany in 1926. In 1928 he was elected a 
member of the board and became man- 
aging director of the company. 


Visited U. S. Last in 1936 


Sir Arthur was a member of the com- 
mittee advising the ministry of muni- 
tions on explosive claims and indem- 
nities and various other committees in 
1917. He was a past president and fel- 
low of the Chartered Insurance Insti- 
tute and a former president of the In- 
surance Institute of London. He was a 
member of the Royal Commission on 
National Health Insurance in 1924-26

New England Boards Still 
Have Broad Service 


NEW YORK, July 25.—Despite the 
opposition of the Boston Board of Fire 
Underwriters, it is believed that the re- 
cent organization of the New England 
rating association leaves the Boston 
Board, the Providence Board, and the 
New England Exchange, the three prin- 
cipal bodies affected, with a sufficiently 
wide scope of activities so that their fu- 
ture will continue to be one of growing 
importance. This has been the history 
in other sections in which the E. U. A. 
operate—New York State and Penn- 
sylvania. In fact, New England is the 
last remaining territory of the E. U. A. 
in which the promulgation of rates and 
underwriting rules has been centralized 
into a single organization. 

Sponsors of the New England move 
point out that the Boston and Provi- 
dence Boards and the New England Ex- 
change will be in a position analogous 
to the New York Fire Insurance Ex- 
change for example and the latter is any- 
thing but a moribund organization. It 
is pointed out that the local organiza- 
tions will still have control over the two 
principal items of importance, first the 
control of brokerage commissions and 
the second the limitation of the number 
of agencies that a company may have. 
The New England rating organization 
applies to all states in that territory ex- 
cept New Hampshire, where there is a 
law against the state’s rating activities 
being included in a general rating organ- 
ization. 


Termite Cover Still Experimental 


ST. PAUL, July 21—The St. Paul 
Fire & Marine is continuing its experi- 
ments in the writing of termite insurance 
in California but is confining its opera- 
tions to the Los Angeles area. Whether 
the company will expand the business 
later depends on the results in the area 
now covered.

Ratify Expulsions 


But Notices Not Yet Sent Direct- 
ing Agents to Drop 
Companies 


GRACE PERIOD 30 DAYS 


McCormack Sneers at Vote as Indicat- 
ing Lack of Real Support for 
In-and-Out Move 


The new rules of the Western Under- 
writers Association applicable to St. 
Louis become effective Aug. 1. These 
rules were sanctioned at the annual 
meeting of the W. U. A. at White Sul- 
phur Springs in the early summer and 
were amended in certain respects by a 
mail vote of the. membership subse- 
quently. The designation of an effective 
date was left to the governing commit- 
tee. 

By a slender margin, class 1 members 
of the St. Louis Fire Underwriters As- 
sociation voted to uphold the action of 
the executive committee in expelling 
from membership the Charles L. Crane 
Agency Company and Harkins Son & 
Co., both of which are class 1 members. 
These agencies were expelled when they 
refused to agree to drop the representa- 
tion of companies that are also repre- 
sented in the Marsh & McLennan-Case, 
Thomas & Marsh agency. Crane and 
Harkins appealed the executive commit- 
tee’s decision. To overrule the executive 
committee, two-thirds vote of the class 1 
membership was required. The other 
class 1 members who were expelled did 
not take an appeal. 

A. L. McCormack, president of the 
Crane agency, stated that the meeting 
was attended by 34 of the 62 class 1 
members. Nine of those attending, he 
declared, declined to vote on either case. 
Fourteen voted to sustain the executive 
committee in the Crane agency expulsion 
and 11 voted to override the executive 
committee. In the Harkins case the vote 
was 13 against the committee and 12 for 
it. Mr, McCormack stated that seven 
of the agencies voting to sustain the ac- 
tion of the executive committee have 
representatives on the executive com- 
mittee. 

Sees Lack of Real Support 


Mr. McCormack takes the position 
that this vote indicated lack of real in- 
terest on the part of the membership 
and lack of real support for the action of 
the executive committee. He sent a let- 
ter to members of the executive commit- 
tee citing this alleged lack of real sup- 
port and is understood to be drafting a 
letter in similar vein to be addressed to 
company executives. 

The next step must be for the execu- 
tive committee officially to notify mem- 
bers to drop the representation of com- 
panies that are also represented in any 
of the ousted agencies. Agents have

National Association of Independent In- 
surance Adjusters Strikes Hard at 
American Association Movement 





The new National Association of In- 


dependent Insurance Adjusters with 
headquarters in the Wheeler-Kelly- 
Hagny building, Wichita, Kan., has 


taken official cognizance af the scheme 
originating with C. B. McKay of Los 
Angeles, who is associated with the Cen- 
tral Guarantee Company there and is 
promoting an association known as the 

“American Adjusters Association.” Ex- 
ecutive Secretary W. H. Moore of the 
National association states that the Mc- 
Kay proposition is just “another direc- 
tory.” J. P. McHale of Los Angeles, 
third vice-president of the National as- 
saciation, has written to L. A. Gould- 
man of Little Rock, National association 
president, telling him about the scope of 
the “American Adjusters Association.” 
The National association claims that the 
Los Angeles plan aims to “confuse the 
adjusters thraughout the country and 
the loss and claim executives of the 
various companies with the National as- 
sociation.” 

Comment by the Secretary 

Secretary Moore says: 

“It is to eliminate obnoxious schemes 
such as these, which have been directed 
against independent insurance adjusters, 
that your association was organized. We 
want each member to do everything 
within his power in his locality to dis- 
courage membership in the American 
Adjusters Association as against mem- 
bership in our National association. 

Wherever possible you should confer 
with company executives explaining to 
them the difference between the Amer- 
ican association and the National asso- 
ciation. If we, as reputable and recog- 
nized adjusters, are to maintain a high 
standard for ourselves and for the bene- 
fit of the companies we serve we must 
do everything in aur power to keep our- 
selves informed on matters affecting our 
business and also exert every effort to 
eliminate any harmful act or reference 
to ourselves or persons engaged in our 
type of business because that is part of 
our program.’ 

The constitution and by-laws of the 
National association are now being got- 
ten in shape and as soon as this work 
is completed the association will act on 
a large number of membership applica- 
tions. 


Make New Audit of M. L. U. 

KANSAS CITY, July 21—Two ex- 
aminers of the Missouri department are 
making an audit of Manufacturing Lum- 
bermen’s Underwriters to ascertain as- 
sets and liabilities of the defunct recip- 
rocal. Their report, bringing the picture 
up to date, will be submitted to the cir- 
cuit court here, which has jurisdiction. 

If attorneys for subscriber-creditors 
who filed the unsuccessful involuntary 
bankruptcy petition should not file an ap- 
peal by Aug. 5, the examiners’ report 
will enable the court and Superintendent 
O’Malley to proceed at once with 
liquidation. 

It is understood M. L. U. has enough 
money to pay losses. It is not certain 
there is enough to pay claims for sur- 
plus credits, etc., after there is added the 
liquidation expense. 

During the past two or three years, 
there were a good many accounts whose 
surplus credits disappeared, and who ac- 
tually accumulated a deficit. An assess- 
ment of the returned premium credits of 
such accounts to clear up their surplus 
deficits is a possibility.

Solicit Auto Repair Men 


LANSING, MICH., July 21.—Mich- 
igan agents are receiving letters from 
the Associated Claims Services, with of- 
fices in the General Motars building, 
New York, asking that the names of 
“reputable repair services” be supplied. 
Inquiry disclosed that the garage or 
service company is then asked by the 
New York organization to remit $25 in 
payment for listing in a directory of re- 
pair establishments which, it is pro- 
posed, will be supplied free ta automo- 
bile insurance companies and adjusters. 
It is taken for granted that agents sup- 
plying the information will find that 
their names have been used in attempt- 
ing to obtain the repair concern’s sub- 
scription. There is grave danger, inves- 
tigating agents feel, that the listed com- 
pany would not reap sufficient returns 
from the directory to warrant such an 
expenditure and that resentment wauld 
be vented on the agent.

Ohio Average Rate Lowest 
in U. S., R. E. Julian Finds 


54 CENTS IN 5-YEAR SPAN 





Inspection Bureau Executive Addresses 
the Ohio Field Men at Their 
Midsummer Conference 


The lowest average rate in the coun- 
try is found in Ohio, according to R. E. 
Julian of Columbus, assistant manager 
Ohio Inspection Bureau, who addressed 
the midsummer conference of Ohio Fire 
Underwriters Association at Lake Wa- 
wasee, Ind. 

In 1935, the average rate in Ohio was 
51 cents. New York had the second 
lowest rate with 55 cents. In 1936 the 
average rate in Ohia increased to 53 
cents. Mr. Julian attributes the increase 
to the fact that more term business and 
more contents insurance was written. 

During the period 1932-36 the average 
rate in Ohio was 54 cents. The New 
York state average was 57 cents. Ohio 
stood 23rd in respect of loss ratio. 


Premiums Down, Risks Up 


In 1926 total premiums of fire com- 
panies of all classes in Ohio were $47,- 
160,000 and in 1936 the comparable fig- 
ure was $38,433,000. That was a loss of 
18.5 percent. In 1926 the amount at risk 
was $8,970,000,000, whereas in 1936 the 
comparable figure was $9,172,000,000. 
That was an increase of 2.3 percent in 
liability. 

Mr. Julian is a favorite of Ohio field 
men and agents. He has a fund of in- 
formation and in responding ta inquiries 
is always lucid and logical. He was the 
principal speaker at the one business 
session at Lake Wawasee. Prior to the 
business meeting, the new executive 
committee had a session and elected as 
chairman W. L. Cowan, New York 
Underwriters.

There is recognition of the fact 
that extra expense insurance may be 
offered in lieu of U. & O. coverage and 
an attempt is being made to restrict -eli- 
gibility to those risks that have a pecu- 
liar need for extra expense coverage. 
If the list should be extended in one 
jurisdiction, that would serve as a lever- 
age for brokers and agents elsewhere to 
get more liberal treatment and the sit- 

uation might soon get out of hand.

Hewitt Outlines Aims of 
New Protective Association 





C. C. Hewitt of Boston, well known 
local agent, who is giving considerable 
attention to promoting the Service 
Men’s Pratective Association in combat- 
ing direct buyers of insurance, gives the 
following information as to how the or- 
ganization expects to attack the prob- 
lem: 

“We are going to study from the in- 
surance angle the laws of the comman- 
wealth of Massachusetts to see what dis- 
crimination now exists in favor of di- 
rect writers. 

“We are going to prepare bills for 
the next legislature attempting to elim- 
inate that discrimination. 

“We are going to attempt to make all 
campulsory rates actually compulsory, 
with no return to any body for good 
experience and no provision to charge 
more to anybody for bad experience. 
Companies operating in this manner in 
na sense, in my opinion, comply with 
the compulsory rate. They only use it 
as a marker to begin with, and it is 
rankly discriminatory to the citizens of 
this state and to every service man con- 
nected with selling to have them per- 
mitted to continue to do it. 

“We are going to attempt ta initiate 
a taxation program against direct wri- 
ters who give back the service fee in 
form of a dividend. Every year the di- 
rect writers are depriving the state and 
national governments of taxes on the 
money retained by them which an 
agency company would have paid out in 
commissions and on which the govern- 
ments would have been paid taxes. In- 
stead of which these direct writers are 
building up tremendous surpluses to use 
in their promotion of their cause and 
your downfall.”

Philadelphia Row 


Adverse Report on Fire Fighting 
Facilities Provokes Blast 
From Mayor 


LET US ALONE, HE SAYS 


“Advises” Critics Not to “Stick Their 
Noses” Into Affairs of City’s Fire 
Department 


PHILADELPHIA, July 21.— The 
National Board was “advised” by Mayor 
Wilson “to mind their own business and 
keep out of Philadelphia affairs. If 
they persist in sticking their noses into 
the management of the Philadelphia 
fire department I am confident they 
will be badly burned.” 

The board inadvertently became in- 
volved in the Philadelphia political situa- 
tion through a recent report of its com- 
mittee on fire prevention and engineer- 
ing standards, which for the first time 
in a score of years leveled criticism at 
the fire department. 


Claim Morale Injured 


The report charged many recent trans- 
fers, demotians and promotions “by a 
disregard of the principles of civil serv- 
ice” led to breakdown in morale; that 
the department was 16 percent under- 
manned as compared with 1932; that 
proper training and drills for firemen 
are not provided; that councilmanic ap- 
propriations have been insufficient to 
provide the number of men_ needed; 
water pressure is low and many 
hydrants need to be repaired; competent 
company officers and battalion chiefs 
and more equipment are needed. 

The condition, said the board, has 
created a “moderate to high” potential 
fire hazard in the high value district, al- 
though the “probability hazard” is made 
low by widespread use of automatic 
sprinkler systems. 


Used Against Mayor 


This report was used by the commit- 
tee of 70 to attack the mayor’s handling 
of the fire department and to urge him 
to appoint a committee of representa- 
tive citizens to investigate conditions in 
the fire bureau. The committee warned 
that it believed “unless such action is 
taken, higher fire insurance rates will be 
inflicted upon the citizens and tax- 
payers.” The mayor charged the entire 
situation was political. 

The last survey by National Board 
engineers of Philadelphia fire fighting 
facilities was made in 1932. The recent 
investigation is said to have been caused 
by a furor created by the mayor’s 
efforts to secure dismissal of Deputy 
Chief Engineer Simmler. The mayor 
recently transferred control of the fire 
bureau from Chief Ross Davis to 
Deputy Chief C. A. Gill. 


Indicate San Francisco Gain 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 21.—Al- 
though early reports indicated a decline 
in fire premiums in San Francisco for 
the first six months of this year com- 
pared with last, additional reports re- 
ceived by the Underwriters Fire Patrol, 
indicate an increase of between 3 and 
3.5 percent.

oil risks. The forms are No. 6, for re- 
tail filling stations, No. 139 for bulk dis- 
tributing or tank stations, which includes 
stock, as well as buildings, machinery 
and equipment, and 139A, also for bulk 
stations but not including stock. 

The stock item of form No. 6 has 
been broadened to include electric batter- 
with no limitation as to value. The 
machinery and equipment item now in- 
cludes specifically air standards and oil 
draining pits and equipment, which pre- 
viously were not mentioned. Coverage 
on merchandise other than that de- 
scribed in the stock item has been in- 
creased to $250. Formerly this was 
$100.

Incidental Merchandise 
The stock item covers specified prop- 
erty pertaining to the filling station busi- 


ness, such as gasoline, kerosene and 
other petroleum products, greases, oils, 
benzol, alcohol and anti-freezing solu- 


tions, cleaning and polishing materials, 
tires, tubes, etc., and now also includes 
electric batteries. Most filling stations 
carry other merchandise, such as auto- 
mobile accessories, confectionery, soft 
drinks, tobacco, etc., and it has been the 
intention of the form writers to include 
these items where they do not amount 
to an inordinate proportion of the values 
at the station. There have been many 
complaints from filling station proprie- 
tors and agents that $100 is not sufficient 
to cover the values of these incidentals 
during peak periods, such as over busy 
summer week ends, and it is expected 
that the increase to $250 will meet this 
objection. 

The class of risks for which this form 
may be written has been broadened by 
a number of changes in the exclusion 
clauses. The old form excluded prop- 
erty used for storage or repairing of mo- 
tor vehicles of any description. The

\ minor change has been made in 
the description of stock, the coverage of 
merchandise held in trust or on commis- 
sion being qualified by the word “simi- 
lar.”

Private Stations Growing 


With very little publicity, the market 
for these risks among agents has been 
sharply increased by the action of a 
number of leading oil companies in sell- 
ing or leasing their stations to private 
operators.

The 
oil companies have done this quietly and 
gradually, in order to avoid disturbing

Switching to Stock Basis 


MANAGEMENT DENIES REPORT 


Says Rumor Developed Because of For- 
mation of Stock Company to 
Handle Casualty Lines 


NEW YORK, July 21.—Arex Indem- 
nity, participating stock casualty sub- 
sidiary of the Associated Reciprocal Ex- 
changes (the Ernest W. Brown group), 
has been licensed in about a dozen states 
will continue ta broaden its field of oper- 
ations until it is admitted in all the states 
where companies which are members of 
the Associated Reciprocal Exchanges do 
business. 

Any inference from the formation of a 
stock casualty subsidiary that the re- 
ciprocal group had become converted to 
the stock principle for fire operations 
would be entirely erroneous, it was said 
at the Associated’s headquarters. Arex 
Indemnity was formed because the third 
party element in liability insurance 
makes it difficult to apply the reciprocal 
idea, 


Reciprocal Plan Inadequate 


Under the reciprocal plan of fire in- 
surance, each subscriber accumulates a 
reserve out of earnings which is held 
at headquarters as long as that subscrib- 
er is a member. Since fire losses are 
taken care of by 60 days at the outside 
there is no chance for prolonged delay 
and_ difficulties in adjudicating the 
amount which members currently owe 
for incurred claims which have not been 
settled. 

There is also the matter of statutory 
reserve requirements on such claims and 
the possibility that a case apparently 
closed today may be reopened later. An 
attempt to write liability business on a 
reciprocal basis would result in a good 
deal of uncertainty when one of the 
members might wish to withdraw from 
the exchange. 


Is Covering Only Members 

Arex Indemnity is confining its writ- 
ings to members of the Associated Re- 
ciprocal Exchanges. It writes all casual- 
ty lines required by its members except 
surety. However, it is licensed for 
workmen’s compensation in only a few 
of the dozen states in which it has been 
admitted. 

The president of the Arex Indemnity 
is Ernest W. Brown, whose organization 
manages the Associated Rec iprocal Ex- 
changes. 





Three Covers Offer Leads to 
Future Sales 


The personal property floater ranks 
with accident and automobile coverage 
as one of the three best means of secur- 
ing data on a client for future solicita- 
tion. The form is comparatively new, 
can be financed in most cases and will 
attract interest’ from a large class of 
prospects. People who do not own real 
estate or automobiles will still have con- 
siderable insurable property for which 
the floater is the best protection. 

In giving material for issuance of this 
cover, the client has to divulge much 
information about his other insurance, 
as well as listing his property. The agent 
can easily find out when his other poli- 
cies expire and from the nature of the 
property judge his client’s general cir- 
cumstances. 

Accident and automobile applications 
also will give clues as to other insur- 
ance and expirations. The producer 
should keep a “tickler” card file of ex- 
pirations, and between five and eight 
weeks before these dates send literature 
and contact the prospect. The card will 
remind him of his expiration date and 
give him time to prepare a proper in- 
surance layout.

More Flexibility Is Noticed in the 
Arrangement for Vacations of the 


Field Men 








A few years ago fire companies to a 
large extent felt that it would be in the 
line of economy and efficiency to require 
field men to take their vacations in Au- 
gust. The plan was to allow two weeks 
in August and then ask a field man to 
remain at headquarters for two weeks 
looking after accumulated correspond- 
ence and demands and possibly take up 
any unadjusted issues in his headquar- 
ters city. 

There has been some relaxing from 
this program although most companies 
desire their field men to take their va- 
cations in July and August. There, how- 
ever, is no hide-bound rule but speaking 
generally executives find that a good fly- 
ing start should be gotten in September 
and as June is usually a very desirable 
month they prefer that men keep work- 
ing in the field at that time. The vaca- 
tion practice is much more general now 
than it has been among local agents. 
Then many towns have adopted the 
practice of having all business closed a 
certain afternoon in the week. Compa- 
nies find that they do not get the results 
from field men traveling during July and 
August that are noticed in other months. 
However, some executives feel that with 
so many men off the reservation during 
July and August it is a good time for 
others to be on the job and beating the 
brush. It narrows down to individual 
companies and their working out a mu- 
tually agreeable plan.

first six months of 1935.

Companies throughout the middle west 
report that owing to the subsidence of 
strike activity there is not the demand 
for riot and civil commotion insurance 
especially with the malicious damage 
rider that has been manifest for some 
weeks.

May Cancel and Rewrite

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Reinsurance Man Is One Who 
Must Keep Long Vigil 








The sales technique of the success- 
ful treaty reinsurance executive is one 
that it is hard for those on the firing 
line, producing a steady flow of busi- 
ness day in and day out, to understand. 
An unusual degree of patience is needed. 
There must be a long term production 
objective but from day to day, week to 
week and month to month those en- 
gaged in promoting the sale of treaty 
reinsurance may not have any indication 
that they are making progress toward 
their objective. 

The reinsurance executive surveys the 
field, selects those companies with 
which he would like to have treaties and 
then outlines perhaps a five year plan. 
His first approach to the head of a di- 
rect writing company may be direct. 
He may present himself, offer to be of 
service at any time, express a desire to 
have a contract with that particular 
company and ask consideration for his 
reinsurance company should there ever 
be any adjustment in the reinsurance at- 
fairs of the direct writing company, to | 
which the direct writing executive will | 
respond that he is nicely situated at | 
the moment, having this and that ar- | 
rangement, but that he will certainly 
bear his reinsurance caller in mind in 
the future. 


Direct Solicitation 
Then Comes to an End 


That is likely to be the end of any 
direct solicitation for some time. The | 
reinsurance executive then must aim | 
to keep on a friendly basis with this | 
particular direct writing executive, gain- | 
ing the respect of his prospective client | 
and building a relationship that some | 
day may eventuate in a new treaty. The | 
reinsurance executive must avoid con- | 
tinued solicitation lest he make onggeee 
persona non grata. Perhaps at the end 





of the year, most likely not before two 
years, possibly not until after five years 
if the reinsurance executive has done 
his spade work well, may he expect to 
make a deal. 

If a reinsurance company obtains one 
new treaty a year, that is an abundantly 
satisfactory record. Just one deal a year. 
A rare ability is needed to operate on 
that basis. Very few executives in 
charge of sales could tune themselves to 
such a pace. Most men need the stim- 
ulating effect of frequent, completed 
sales to keep them going and interested. 
In most of the reinsurance companies 
there is one man at the head who is re- 


sponsible for the production work. Al- | 


though his big days are far apart, he 
must always be on the qui vive. 
morrow may be the big day and he 
must be on hand if it is. The princi- 
pal reinsurance executive is, therefore, 
almost constantly on the job. He might 
miss out on the labor of a year or two 
merely because he did not happen to 
be in his office on the day when the 
break came. 


Harder to Keep Friends 
Than to Make New Ones 


Not only must the reinsurance exec- 


utive be striving for that new contract | 
| each year, but he must be constantly 
| seeking to protect the business on his 


books. It is perhaps a harder job to 
keep the friends he has than to make 
new friends. He must not appear to 
be anxious, but he must always keep 
himself before his connections in a fav- 
orable light. 

There are scarcely more than a hand- 
ful of reinsurance executives who are 
masters of the technique. They are 
the men who know how to keep the 
long vigil.

Dead Trees 
As Hazards 


M. ROBISON of Des 
( Moines, special agent of 
* the Union Fire of Lincoln, 
Neb., in his inspecting of farm 
buildings points out a rather unique 
hazard which has developed during 
the last year or so. As is known, 
1934 was an epochal drought year 
in the middle west. It was so se- 
vere that the soil many feet deep 
was without moisture and hence 
reached the roots of trees, some of 
them quite large. Many trees have 
been killed entirely and others have 
been partially killed, leaving a large 
number of dry limbs. 

Mr. Robison observes that in a 
number of cases these trees are 
standing close to farm buildings 
and they have not been cut down. 
Therefore they constitute a hazard 
at all times and he states that he 
has told agents that they should 
suggest to farmers that the trees 
be removed at once. There have 
been numerous wind losses during 
this year where companies have 
paid claims caused by these dead 
trees falling on buildings. He finds 
that in some instances there was 
very little wind but a tree being 
dead, limbs were blown off damag- 
ing the property. Therefore, Mr. 
Robison states, when writing a 
farm risk the agent should take 
time to explain to the farmer, 
whether he be tenant or owner, 
that these trees should be cut down 
to prevent serious damage to build- 
ings.

C. W. Owens Tells Problems 
of Farm Agents in Indiana 


Cc. W. Owens, Farmland, Ind., chair- 
man of the rural agents committee of 
the Indiana Association of Insurance 
Agents, in a communication to Alex H. 
Case, Marion, Kan., outlines plans that 
are under way in Indiana for bringing 
into the association more rural agencies. 
Mr. Owens says: 

“This small town agency business is 
quite a problem. If something isn’t done 
about it, I believe the better class of 
small town agents are going to divert 
their time to something else, or go to 
the cities. Unless the businéss is made 
more lucrative it is going to be a little 
hard to interest the right type of new 
blood in the business.” 

In his opiaion the present commission 
scale does not yield enough return to 
justify the considerable service that 
rural agents are required to give policy- 
holders. “It is hard to make a smaller 
town agency profitable no matter how 
capable the agent may be,” he says. 

He also is convinced there are too 
many part-timers licensed who write 
their own business and that of their 
friends. 

He regards the present form of farm 
application as an obstacle to business 
production, as it is forbiddingly com- 
plicated. “Many of the questions,” in 
his opinion, “mean nothing and the com- 
panies would do well to trust more to 
the underwriting judgment of their good 
agents.” 

In the judgment of Mr. Owens, the 
farm situation is such that companies 
would do well to give it serious consider- 
ation and seek to make it more profitable 
for agents who are willing to give it the 
time and study it rightly deserves. 


Warning on Welding Operations 

The Factory Mutuals in a recent re- 
port to their assured urged more cau- 
tion in cutting and welding operations, 
since fires caused by this work have 
shown marked increase. Fires result- 
ing from use of cutting and welding 
equipment are 45 percent greater than 
those of 1936, most of the fires being 
due to use of portable equipment in lo- 
cations in plants where open flames can 
not be used with safety. 

The organization made several recom- 
mendations about supervision, sprinkler 
section, removal of combustible mate- 
rial, closed containers and location of 
flammable liquids. One of the worst 
hazards is the fact that sparks or drops 
of molten metal thrown out in the 
operations land many feet away, caus- 
ing a fire which is not discovered until 
some time later.

Adjusters run into all sorts of com- 
plaints and criticisms. B. C. Richert, 
well known adjuster at Memphis, calls 
attention to “kicks” that come in where 
there is a leaking roof and an attempt 
is made to have a company make re- 
pairs on account of an alleged storm. 
Here is a sample letter that was sent 
to Mr. Richert by a client: 

“T know that the roof on our house 
is damaged, but I want you to know 
that it was in perfect condition before 
the storm tore it up and I know that the 
Insurance Co. is supposed to put the 
roof back in the same condition it was 
before the storm. You nor anyone else 
can tell me the correct thing to do was 
to just nail the shingles that actually 
blew off and hit the ground and leave 
the others just hanging up there, that 
is what you seem to think is right, but 
I don’t, and if that is all the protection 
that the Insurance Co. can give, I don’t 
want any. Do you think we gave $82 
to the Ins. Co. just for fun?” Give me 
back my $82 and I won't have to beg 
you or the Ins. Co. either to have it 
fixed. I will have it fixed myself. If 
the Insurance Co. is in the skin game, 
they certainly have the right man to 
contact the people.” 


Indicating how a professor looks at 
insurance is this note from the head of 


a small college in Michigan to his 
broker in Chicago: 
“How prompt and marvelous you 


were about my insurance. This is all 
very grand and I am enchanted with 
the pretty policy. I hope I don’t really 
have to read it. There are all those 
strange sounding things—for instance, 
hail clause which sounds like Santa 
gone Hitler; and this piece of pure 
Stein, ‘dwelling inherent explosion 
clause. How would you like to dwel 
in an inherent explosion? Or explode 
in an inherent dwelling? Or—well, you 
know. 


“Now here is the tough part. I have 





gone and spent all me money till the 
eagle screams again at the end of the 
week. Can you wait? If not, that’s a 
pity because you will have to. And to 
my dear, patient insurance broker, an 
orchid.” 


The Time Insurance Company of 
Milwaukee offered a “necktie campaign,” 
which it characterized as “teasing, tempt- 
ing, alluring, tantalizing, seductive, en- 
ticing, potent, powerful, cogent and 
conclusive. Some of the characteriza- 
tions of the cravats were “golfer’s in- 
spiration,” “milkmaid’s lullaby,” “for- 
get-me-not,” “preacher’s own,” “gorge- 
ous purple,’ “grandfather’s good old 


polka dot.” “essay in brown and white,” 
“question mart,” “coronation waltz,” 
“love and kisses.” 

\ rain insurance official reported that 
once he had a church risk submitted but 
not accepted. If companies writing this 
coverage went in for this class aggres- 


sively, there should be a big market for 
it at Easter and Christmas when so 
many members of the congregation 


make their semi-annual visits to church.

Decision on 1937 
Schedule 


ENDLESS DIFFICULTIES 


Supreme Court Fails to Act on Mas- 
ter’s Report on Compulsory 
Liability Promulgation 


BOSTON, July 21—New and un- 
foreseen complications and unfortunate 
conditions are developing under the 
Massachusetts compulsory automobile 
liability insurance act, causing the com- 
panies much concern. 

Availing themselves of the appeal pro- 
visians in the act, the companies last 
fall carried a petition to the supreme 
court for the review of the 1937 auto- 
mobile liability rates, on the grounds 
that the rates as promulgated by the 
commission in September, 1936, were in- 
adequate and would in fact, involve the 
companies in losses rising $2,000,000. 
The case was given ta a master who 
sustained the contention of the insur- 
ance companies in a report which was 
submitted to the full bench of the su- 
preme court early in 1937. 

Six months have passed and consul- 
tations of the full bench have closed and 
no decision has been handed down, al- 
thaugh a decision in early June had 
been expected. As the court does not 
again convene until well into September 
no decision can now be expected until 
fall. 

Vexing Complications 


The vexing complication which the 
companies now face is the prospect of 
no decision being made public until after 
the 1938 rates are fixed and pramul- 
gated by the same commissioner whose 
1937 schedule is now before the full 
bench for adjudication. 

Newspapers here have voiced the 
opinion that the governor might wel- 
come an opportunity to dismiss the cam- 
missioner and that he might do so if the 
supreme court sustained the master’s 
report and found against the commis- 
sioner in the 1937 rate schedule. Had 
the full bench rendered its opinion in 
June there would have been ample op- 
portunity for the governor to act and 
to have named a new commissioner if 
the findings warranted it. 


Master in High Regard 


The master who handled the rate 
hearings is one high in the confidence 
of the court and it is pointed out that 
his decisions, as those of other masters 
of equal standing, are seldom averturned 
by the full bench. On the other hand, 
the supreme court, judging by past ex- 
perience, has always leaned toward sup- 
port of public officials in matters affect- 
ing their authority. 

However, should the final decision be

Premium Financing Unit’s 
Powers Held Restricted 





CANCELLATION WAIVER VOID 





U. S. Appellate Court Decision Affects 
Financing Concerns That Are 
Closely Linked With Insurers 





The United States circuit court of 
appeals, eighth circuit, in Fred Clark vs. 
Employers Mutual Casualty, tore away 
the corporate veil between Employers 
Mutual Casualty and Premium Payment 
Service, the latter being owned and 
operated by officers of the insurer. The 
court indicated its belief that the sign- 
ing away by the assured of his statutory 
rights in connection with policy cancel- 
lation to this particular finance company 
is void. The insurer could not take from 
an assured a waiver of those conditions, 
the court observed, and the finance com- 
pany being so closely related to the in- 
surer, the effect is the same when the 
assured signs away his right in a deal 
with the finance company. The deci- 
sion of the federal district court of 
Nebraska, giving judgment to Employ- 
ers Mutual Casualty, was reversed and 
the case was remanded for a new trial. 

This decision would seem to be of 
vital importance to those insurance com- 
panies that maintain a closely related 
prémium finance instrumentality. The 
decision apparently has no application 
to the operations of independent finance 
companies. 


Made Deal Through Agent 


The assured arranged to finance the 
premium under a monthly installment 
payment plan through an agent of Em- 
ployers Mutual Casualty. The note that 
the assured signed contained a contract 
of assignment and irrevocable appoint- 
ment of attorney. Upon default in the 
payment of an installment, the contract 
made all unpaid payments due at the 
option of the payee. The assured as- 
signed all return premiums in case of 
cancellation to Premium Payment Serv- 
ice and irrevocably appointed Premium 
Payment Service to give notice to the 
insurer as required by law and without 
notice to the assured, to do all other 
things necessary to effect cancellation 
and to receive and apply the return pre- 
miums to satisfaction of the note. 

The assured testified that he was told 
by the agent that the policy was to be 
in force and that the insurer always 
had to send notice of cancellation by 
registered mail. 

J. A. Gunn, president of Employers 
Mutual Casualty, and John W. Gunn, 
vice-president, operate Premium Pay- 
ment Service. 


Failed to Pay Installment 


The premium financing business is 
carried on in the offices of Employers 
Mutual Casualty and the office work 
connected with it is done by the em- 
ployes of the insurer. They receive 
small additions to their regular pay for 
this work. 

The assured failed to pay the install- 
ment of the note due Sept. 15, 1934, and 
the policy was canceled Sept. 29. J. W. 
Gunn procured the policy application 
from the general file department of Em- 
ployers Mutual Casualty and endorsed

London Lloyds May Enter 
New Company in Illinois 


PLAN TO INCREASE DEPOSIT 





Additional Securities, Ltd., Vehicle for 
Making Deposits, Expected to 
Qualify in State 





Although no definite information has 
been received from abroad on progress 
of negotiations to qualify London Lloyds 
under the new Illinois code, the Illinois 
agents feel assured this will be done 
and the deposits in that state substan- 
tially increased. It appears likely this 
will be accomplished through qualifying 
London Lloyds through its new financial 
medium, Additional Securities, Ltd., 
with the Illinois state department. It 
seems the proposals taken abroad re- 
cently by J. S. Lord, Illinois attorney- 
in-fact for London Lloyds, and David 
J. Kadyk of his offiee, would increase 
the Illinois deposit ta $3,000,000 or $3,- 
500,000. At present it stands at $2,350,- 
000. 

Bond Limitation Problem 


This would not completely solve Lon- 
don Lloyds’ difficulties in operating 
properly under the code, due to the pro- 
vision that no bands shall be issued for 
more than 10 percent of the deposit— 
which for this purpose is considered 
‘similar to the capital and surplus of do- 
mestic stock companies against which 
a 10 percent limitation also applies in 
the code. 

One large Chicaga bank which suf- 
fered a great defalcation loss several 
years ago, on which London Lloyds had 
covered for $2,000,000, increased its cov- 
erage to $3,000,000, which it is under- 
stood is the amount now in force. Ta 
write such a bond or renew the one 
cited, under the old method in force in 
Illinois would require Lloyds to set up 
a deposit af $30,000,000, which it seems 
quite certain that the underwriters 
would not do. . 


May Try Reinsurance Plan 


It was believed a method of reinsur- 
ance will be worked out under which 
London Lloyds will write up to their 
10 percent limitation and reinsure any 
excess with American authorized stock 
companies. This would be comparable 
to the working agreement that was 
reached between London Lloyds and 
American surety men a year or more 
ago, but which was abrogated when, it 
is reported, the Lloyds underwriters 
charged American companies had not 
“played ball.” 

It is explained by surety men that 
Lloyds thought the deal was working 
only one way, to the benefit of American 
surety interests, and it was not getting 
the proper amount of business called for 
under the reciprocal arrangement. 


May Not Hear for Some Time 


It is not likely that London Lloyds 
correspondents in Chicago will learn 
anything as to the attitude of the under- 
writers following passage of the new 
Illinois insurance code until Messrs. 
Lord and Kadyk return from London 
where thev went to confer with the 
chairman of London Lloyds and the IIli- 
nois committee. Corresnondents are so-

Two Companies 
Are Being Merged 


Great Western of Iowa Is Taken 
Over by Washington 
National 


KENDALLS ARE IN CHARGE 


Combined Institution Will Acquire 
Much More Momentum in the Life 
and Accident Field 


Merger of the Great Western Insur- 
ance Company of Des Moines, Iowa, 
and the Washington National of Chi- 
cago is announced this week. 

The Great Western, which was 
founded in Des Moines in 1901, has 
achieved an enviable position among the 
companies of the middle west, and lists 
assets of over $2,500,000. The Wash- 
ington National is a large and success- 
ful company doing business over the en- 
tire United States. It has over 1,000,000 
policyholders, a staff of more than 3,000 
employes in the home office and the 
and since its organization has paid its 
policyholders over $30,000,000. 

Both companies have long been prom- 
inent members of the Health & Acci- 
dent Underwriters Conference and the 
American Life Convention. Soundly 
and constructively managed, their stand- 
ing with the insuring public and_ the 
insurance departments has always been 
of the highest. 


Forms a Large Company 


The merger forms one of the largest 
old line reserve life and accident and 
health companies in the United States 
and increases an already substantial vol- 
ume of life insurance of the merged or- 
ganizations to a total of $70,000,000. 

Following the merger, the capital and 
surplus of the combined companies will 
be approximately $2,250,000; the assets 
over $8,000,000 and the annual premium 
income will exceed $7,750,000. There 
will be but little change for the present 
in the operation of the Great Western 
home office in Des Moines. While so 
continued it will be known as the “Great 
Western Division of the Washington 
National Insurance Company.” 


Few Changes to Be Made 


The Great Western agents’ contracts 
will remain the same, and very few 
changes are expected to be made in the 
present home office personnel of the 
Great Western. Messrs. Tallman, Nutt, 
Gross and Hartley, the former officers 
of the Great Western, will become mem- 
bers of the Washington National board 
of directors, and will continue actively 
in the business of the merged company. 

It is pointed out by the officials that 
the increased strength brought about by 
the merger, the economies of manage- 
ment, the elimination of duplication of 
effort in wide areas of both organiza- 
tions which have operated along almost 
identical lines, will make for highly im-

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1.C.C. Not Pool, Viewed As 
Long Haul Truck Remedy 





While long haul trucks in general are 
far from being desirable public liability 
and property damage risks, it is likely 
that the casualty companies will wait for 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
and the laws of economic survival to 
improve the situation rather than re- 
sorting to any type of underwriting 
pool. ; 

After their experiences of a score of 
years or so ago with _the Associated 
Companies pool for writing coal mine 
risks, the companies have pretty well 
come to the conclusion that the only 
successful type of pool operation is along 
the lines of the aviation groups. In 
these the underwriting, inspection, and 
claim work is done by an organization 
entirely separate from any ot the com- 
panies participating in the pool. 

Would Need Big Bureau 

The objection to adopting this prin- 
ciple for long haul trucking liability is 
that a much larger organization would 
be required in the case of truck business. 
Not only is the business more extensive 
but where the aviation problem is mainly 
one of severity long haul trucks involve 
not only severity but a high degree. of 
frequency. The expense of handing 
numerous small risks means that the 
premium is practically used up when a 
big loss comes along. ; 

In the Associated Companies type 
of pool, the company originating the 
business handled it entirely. This meant 
that the company would be under temp- 
tation to take a line where it probably 
would not do so if it were assuming the 
entire risk or even a risk equivalent to 
its participation in the pool. 

Stood to Lose Little 


For example, a company received say, 
35 percent of premium for handling the 
business. However, its maximum loss 
on the line would be 10 percent, or 
whatever its particpation might be. The 
way this system worked out in connec- 
tion with the coal mines was not such 
as to make anybody want to repeat the 
experiment. he 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has plenty of authority to clean up the 
long haul truck situation but at present 
it is badly hampered by lack of funds. 
The I.C.C. has control over routes, 
size and type of equipment, hours of 
labor, and freight charges. blueprints 
of an elaborate organization were drawn 
up but Congress cut the necessary ap- 
propriation in half. 

Congress’s Strange Attitude 


This miserliness brought forth some 
sarcastic comments on Congresss 
strange reversal of its usual willingness 
to fling the taxpayer’s money around. 
It is believed that before long Congress 
can be shown the need of an adequate 
organization properly financed if long 
haul trucking is to be properly regu- 
lated. 

The other main factor in the long 
haul trucking situation, the law of eco- 
nomic survival, is working all the time 
without waiting for a congressional 
change of heart. The same thing is 
happening in the trucking industry that 
happens in every rapidly expanding busi- 
ness: the big, efficient operators become 
larger and more powerful, give better 
service and display greater reliability, 
while the small truck operator, who is 
often merely a glorified truck driver 
finds that in spite of his low overhead he 
cannot compete with the big fellows and 
drops out of the business. 

A good deal of the trucking business, 
however, is still in a state where it can- 
not afford to operate on sound lines. 
That is, if the operator with a few 
trucks were to attempt to conduct his 
business with the same high class equip- 
ment, safe hours of driving for chauf- 
feurs, and adequate liability insurance 





as the big fleet owner, he would either 
have to charge freight rates which 
would cause the customers to patronize 
only the big well known lines or else 
he would quickly go broke. 

This cutthroat competition hampers 
the big, reliable operators in their efforts 
to become bigger and more reliable but 
they are nevertheless steadily progress- 
ing towards that goal. For example, 
the Keeshin truck system not long ago 
had only a few hundred trucks but now 
has in the neighborhood of 4,000 units. 


1.C.C. Will Speed Process 


When the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission gets to the point where it can 
exercise real control, it will of course 
accelerate survival of the fittest process. 
Operators who want to use worn out 
equipment, employ underpaid drivers 
for dangerously long driving periods and 
take a chance on their public liability 
and property damage insurance will no 
longer be permitted to take a hand in 
the game. 

According to casualty companies 
doing a large share of this type of busi- 
ness, long haul truck coverage is no 
problem providing the truck lines will 
meet the company’s requirements. This 
is a big “if” for many truck operators 
but there are plenty of truck lines which 
are considered acceptable risks. The 
situation is still not such that companies 
are encouraging their agents to go around 
and hunt up this sort of business but 
underwriters feel that the right type can 
be taken without any shirts being lost. 


Look for Human Element 


While the new equipment that has 
been put into service since prosperity 
began to come back has had some effect 
on loss experience, the main thing that 
underwriters look for is the human 
element. Acceptance of the risk and 
the premium fixed depend on the num- 
ber of hours each driver works and the 
amount of control the truck line is in 
a position to exercise to make sure that 
the chauffeur gets the proper rest be- 
tween trips at the wheel. 

A truck line may contend, for example, 
that it has arrangements for its drivers 
to check in at roadside sleeping quar- 
ters at the end of the day’s or night’s 
run but the insurance company also 
wants to know what assurance the line 
has that the chauffeur is going to get 
a decent amount of rest and not waste 
what should be his sleeping hours in 
gambling or other form of riotous living. 


Best Lines Exert Control 


The best truck lines have and do ex- 
ercise enough control with their men 
but many of the other and smaller lines 
operate on such a close margin that they 
exercise no control whatever and if 
they were to try to do so even that addi- 
tional expense would be enough to put 
them out of business. Many of these in- 
dependent operators know nothing of 
the economics of their own business and 
their idea of how to bid for a freight 
contract is to find out what the pros-

U.S. Chamber to

PROGRAM OF ACTIVITIES 


Some of the Steps That Will Be Taken 
and Studies to Be 
Made 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—An ex- 
tensive program of activities in the in- 
surance field will be carried on the com- 
ing twelve months by the U. S. Cham- 
ber of Commerce as a part of its gen- 
eral program for the advancement of 
American business interests, 

Directing the work of making the in- 
surance program effective will be a com- 
mittee of leading insurance executives, 
headed by O. J. Arnold, president, 
Northwestern National Life of Minne- 
apolis. The committee will have the 


services of the chamber’s insurance de- 
partment staff. 


Intensification of Efforts 


The program calls for intensification 

of the chamber’s efforts to reduce eco- 
nomic losses caused by accidents, fires 
and bad health conditions by encourag- 
ing more communities to compete in the 
annual fire and health contests conducted 
by the chamber. 
_ The inter-chamber fire waste contest 
is constantly growing in effectiveness 
and popularity. More than 600 commu- 
nities were enrolled last year and it is 
confidently expected that the enrollment 
will be increased during the coming 
year. 

Likewise, the chamber announces that 
steps are being taken to stimulate inter- 
est in the inter-chamber city health con- 
servation contest and the inter-chamber 
rural health conservation contest. These 
health contests are promoted by the 
chamber in cooperation with the Amer- 
ican Public Health Association, which 
provides expert health advice and assist- 
ance. Last year, more than 450 cities 
and counties sought to win awards in 
these contests by trying to improve their 
local health conditions. 


Two Important Studies 


Two important studies wilk be made 
by the insurance department committee 
during the year. One will cover recent 
changes in workmen’s compensation leg- 
islation in the states, with particular at- 
tention being given to the occupational 
disease amendments and the different 
methods adopted in the states for pro- 
viding benefits for such diseases. 

The second study will have to do with 
the experiences and effects of state au- 
tomobile insurance legislation. The 
chamber, it is pointed out, favors the 
basic principles of automobile financial 
or safety responsibility legislation but is 
opposed to compulsory automobile in- 
surance. 


State Insurance Taxes 


In accordance with its commitment 
respecting special state insurance taxes, 
licenses and fees, the chamber will con- 
tinue to make its annual survey of the 
amount of such taxes collected in the 
various states. The year’s program also 
calls for issuance of special educational 
bulletins from time to time to bring 
about a better understanding of the prin- 
ciples of insurance on the part of busi- 
ness men and policyholders generally. 

At the same time, the chamber, in line 
with its general policy of opposing fur- 
ther government competition, will con-

TWO POOLS ARE PROJECTED 





Brokers Confer on Commission Issue— 
Future of Self Insurance Service 
Concerns in Doubt 





The meeting of stock and mutual 
company representatives with the LIIli- 
nois industrial commission ta put the 
finishing touches on the plans of opera- 
tion for the stock and mutual company 
pools to handle assigned occupational 
disease and compensation risks under 
the new Illinois law is scheduled for 
July 29. 

The stock company plan has now 
been submitted and has been given ten- 
tative approval by the industrial com- 
mission. When a risk is assigned to 
the stock pool by the industrial commis- 
sion, the board of governors will re- 
assign the risk to a member company. 
Any company may be chosen. This dif- 
fers from the plan of the mutual pool 
in connection with which only four cam- 
panies will be designated as servicing 
carriers and assignments will be made 
only to one of those four. 


Organization Meet July 30 


The board of governors of the stock 
paol will number seven. There will be 
an organization meeting of the stock 
company pool July 30. 

The company that is assigned to a 
risk will issue its policy, collect the pre- 
mium, give the necessary service and 
pay the losses. The carrying company 
will retain 30 percent of the premium 
to cover expenses, including claim and 
legal expenses. 

Adjustments will be made monthly. If 
the carrying company has paid out in 
losses more than 70 percent of the pre- 
miums it will be reimbursed and the 
other members of the pool will be deb- 
ited their share of the excess cost. If 
the carrying company has paid out less 
than 70 percent, then it must remit the 
balance to the poal and the individual 
companies will be credited. 

The 70 percent covers only the stat- 
utory, pure losses. The legal and claim 
expense must be met by the carrying 
company from its 30 percent share. The 
monthly adjustments will be based upon 
paid losses rather than incurred losses. 

The program contemplates an admin- 
istrative committee consisting of two 
stock company people and two mutual 
representatives to keep in touch with 
the industrial commission. 

Bituminous Casualty of Rock Island, 
lll, which is a large writer of compen- 
sation business in the state, has been ex- 
cused from joining the stock company 
pool. Bituminous Casualty writes con- 
siderable coal mine business and under 
the assigned risk law, coal mine risks 
are nat to be assigned. Bituminous Cas- 
ualty would have been willing to have 
gone into the pool were coal mine risks 
to be assigned. 

London Lloyds will belong to the 
stock company pool. 


Brokers Association Active 


The Insurance Brokers Association of 
Illinois has a committee charged with 
looking after the interests of the pro- 
ducer in these pool arrangements. The 
committee has had conferences with 
company representatives and the indus- 
trial commission, but has been given no 
encouragement that commissions can be 
paid on assigned business. 

When the assigned risk law was being 
discussed, the mutual company repre- 
sentatives insisted that ocupational dis- 
ease and workmen’s compensation go to- 
gether, that is, if an O.D. risk were to 
be assigned, they insisted that the com- 
pensation liability of- the same risk go 
into the pool. Stock company represen- 
tatives fought this idea of consolidating 
the risk. They desired the O.D. to be 
treated separately. One of their consid-

Occupational Disease Threat 
Still Serious in California 





CREEDE IN WARNING REPORT 





Further Legislation Is Needed to Cor- 
rect Claim Situation, According to 
Special Attorney 





SAN FRANCISCO, July 21.—Until 
the California law is changed employers 
and insurance companies face a threat- 
ening situation in connection with sili- 
cosis and accupational disease claims, 
according to F. J. Creede, attorney re- 
tained by the California Inspection Rat- 
ing Bureau to contest and settle silicosis 
cases. 

In his final report, Mr. Creede, who 
was manager of the California state fund 
before entering private compensation 
practice, expresses the belief that nane 
of the several parties involved in sili- 
cosis cases were entirely satisfied but 
that the industrial accident commission 
took a “middle of the road” position 
after studying the problem and its rami- 
fications following the heated contra- 
versies of last year when the bureau 
attempted to impose heavy surcharges 
for the exposure. 


False Sense of Security 


“The parties primarily concerned with 
the silicosis problem are at the present 
time enjoying a false sense of security,” 
said Mr. Creede. The original problem 
remains unsalved. Although the liabil- 
ity has not been as great as anticipated 
and the special rate increase to take 
care of this problem is, in the opinion of 
some, satisfactory protection against the 
increased liability, the danger is as great 
as ever. It can only be corrected by 
legislation. “This cannot be done at the 
present time and I wauld not wish to 
hazard a guess as to when such legis- 
lation can be passed. Until that time 
arrives the problem is not dead but 
semi-active,” said Mr. Creede. 


Must Watch Situation 


“While industry and insurance carriers 
view silicosis claims with alarm, the in- 
dustrial accident commission will scru- 
tinize these claims carefully and permit 
awards only in those cases that have 
some real merit. However, should either 
industry or the insurance carriers take 
an indifferent attitude on silicosis cases 
and treat them as ‘just another claim,’ 
the present rulings will eventually be 
stretched and braadened until the com- 
pensation law will be health insurance 
as far as all diseases of the nose, throat 
and lungs are concerned.” 

Sixty of the 91 cases handled by Mr. 
Creede emanated from the mining fields 
and 31 from industrial plants. In the 
industrial list 19 cases were settled for 
$18,058 while 33 mining cases were set- 
tled for $14,525. Two cases are still 
pending, and others have been closed 
in other procedures, some by death. 


Motor Club Goes — 


In view of the fact that the new IIli- 
nois insurance code specifically gives re- 
ciprocals the privilege of writing non- 
assessable policies under certain circum- 
stances, the Chicago Motor Club Inter- 
Insurance Exchange has now gone on a 
non-assessable basis. The management 
states it has always considered that it 
would have had this privilege under the 
general law of Illinois, but had never 
thought it worth while to test the issue. 
Under the new Illinois code, a recipro- 
cal whose surplus is equivalent to the 
minimum surplus and capital require- 
ments of a stock company doing a com- 
parable business, may write non-assess- 
able policies or may write contracts 
praviding for unlimited assessments. 
Under a decision of the Indiana supreme 
court about three years ago, reciprocals 
have the privilege of writing non-assess- 
able policies in that state if they possess 
adequate surplus. The Chicago Motor 
Club operates in Illinois and Indiana.

New Clearing House Form 
May Apply to Many Risks 














When the new blanket bond form for 
clearing hauses and clearing associations 
was first promulgated, many jumped to 
the conclusion that this was a form only 
for clearing houses for banks. However, 
the general rule is that this bond is 
eligible to any clearing house or clearing 
association whose members are eligible 
for bankers or brokers blanket bonds. 
That would seem to indicate that there 
is a wider field for the new bond. It 
may be also used for investment house 
clearing assaciations and possibly other 
business groups. Some believe that it 
can be used for stock exchanges and 
even commodity exchanges if a majority 
of the members of the commodity ex- 
change also deal in securities and are 
eligible for brokers blanket bonds. In 
the past clearing houses have been eligi- 
ble for blanket bonds No. 2 or No. 8. 
The new bond has been devised, how- 
ever, to fit the special needs of clearing 
houses. 





Private Contract Bonds 


There has been much interest in the 
report that an effart is being made by 
some of the surety companies to have 
the Towner Rating Bureau reduce rates 
on private contract bonds to $1 from 
$1.50. Companies like the United States 
Guarantee and Seaboard Surety are writ- 
ing at $1 and are getting considerable 
business especially from industrial and 
commercial buildings. There has not 





been much interest stirred up on resi- 
dential contracts unless a bank making 
a loan required a contractor to give a 
bond. Those writing private contract 
bonds say that ane of the greatest dan- 
gers is that contractors take on too 
much business and get overloaded. 





Big Bond in Washington 

Great Lakes Construction Company of 
Chicago was the low bidder on the new 
government printing office in Washing- 
ton. Its bid was $5,200,000. The con- 
tract bond, the penal amount of which 
is 50 percent of the contract price, is be- 
ing placed through the Chicago office of 
Maryland Casualty.

pect is paying and then cut under that. 

Extension of the deductible principle 
to truck liability appears to be imprac- 
tical as far as the bodily injury side is 
concerned. The $50 deductible plan is 
already in rene use for property 
damage claims. 

The trouble with applying deductible 
to personal injury liability is that in 
order to have any effect on the rate 
charge, it would be necessary to make 
the deductible provision for a substan- 
tial sum, say, $1,000. This would be 
satisfactory if the truck lines were all 
highly solvent concerns with ample finan- 
cial resources. However, since most of 
them are not, it would be necessary for 
the liability company writing such a line 
to pay the claim and then attempt to 
collect from the truck line. This contin- 
gency is not one that appeals to the 
underwriters. 

In the territories where retrospective 
rating is permitted truck line operators 
have an opportunity to prove that their 
records will be as favorable as they con- 
tend they will be. However, the large 
guaranteed premium that must be put 
up at the time is a formidable obstacle to 
small truckmen working on a narrow 
margin. 

Agents as well as underwriters have 
learned a good deal about handling long 
haul truck liability on account of the 
weak financial condition of many truck 
operators. Companies hold their agents 
responsible for collection of premiums 
and agents have seen that they must be 
careful to keep ahead of the short rate 
cancellation table in collecting the pre- 
miums from the line operators whose 
credit is not of the highest. 





Brokers Group Arranges 


to File Bonds Under Law 





SAN FRANCISCO, July 21.—Ar- 
rangements have been completed by the 
Insurance Brokers Exchange of San 
Francisca for the St. Paul-Mercury In- 
demnity to file new brokers’ bonds with 
the insurance department in accordance 
with the amended law which goes into 
effect Aug. 27. 

According to the exchange, the mem- 
bers of the Northern California Surety 
Underwriters Association declined to 
make any revision in the farmer rate ot 
$10 in view of the change in the law. 
The new bond is strictly a fidelity bond, 
protecting the client only in case a pol- 
icy is not delivered after the broker has 
accepted a premium. 

Under the arrangement with the St. - 
Paul-Mercury Indemnity the premium 
will be $6 per year. The new bond is 
a continuing bond. The exchange is- 
sued an application to each of its 700 
members and is handling the details 
with the company and the insurance de- 
partment for its members. 


Convictions Are Upheld 


The conviction of F. C. Steup, former 
secretary and claim superintendent oi 
Yorkshire Indemnity, and C. W. Mc- 
Nally, attorney of record for that com- 
pany, has been upheld by the court of 
appeals of New York. They were sen- 
tenced last September to serve indeter- 
minate terms in the penitentiary after 
being convicted of violating the section 
that makes it a misdemeanor for an em- 
ploye of an insurance company to accept 
a gratuity from a person with whom the 
company is doing business. 

The two were found to have accepted 
$900 from an attorney after he had re- 
ceived a settlement of $4,200 from York- 
shire Indemnity. 


Plan Chattanooga Association 

Preliminary work is under way to- 
ward the organization of an accident and 
health association in Chattanooga.

ACCIDENT-HEALTH 


Public Health Contest Is 
Begun by 300 Civic Groups 








Nearly 300 chambers of commerce are 
activ ely participating in the inter-cham- 
ber city health conservation contest con- 
ducted by the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States and the American 
Public Health Association. Cities par- 
ticipating this year have a population of 
approximately 25,000,000, nearly half of 
the total urban population of the coun- 
try. Purpose is to further development 
of sound municipal health work and to 
stimulate improvement in community 
health services through cooperation of 
business organizations and others in- 
terested in health work. 

A city entering the contest appoints a 
chamber of commerce public health 
committee which is representative of the 
city’s various interests. The committee 
includes representatives of business and 
industry and has professional representa- 
tion. It cooperates with local health, 
educational, and civic agencies. 

Communities in the contest are graded 
on basis of safety and distribution of 
public water supply; safety and ade- 
quacy of sewage disposal; quality and 
protection of milk supply; extent to 
which children are safeguarded against 
diseases for which definite protection is 
available; effectiveness with which the 
city provides for health of school chil- 
dren; success af the city in controlling 
and preventing communicable diseases, 
extent to which community efforts have 
established effective means to prevent 
maternal and infant deaths. 





Report on Employers Mutual 


The Illinois department has filed its 
report on the Employers Mutual Health 
af Rock Island. The assets consist 
chiefly of real estate and the department 
states that the management should take 
steps to liquidate this investment and 
invest the proceeds in more _ liquid 
securities. It has assets $13,158 and 
surplus $11,703. The ratio of losses 
and expenses to premiums earned 
is 106.2 percent. Its cash on hand was 
$49.35. It operates only in Illinois. 
All policies bear a contingent liabil- 
ity clause whereby the assured is 
subject to extra assessments during any 
one year and not to exceed one time 
the amount of the annual premium. It 
writes loss of time insurance resulting 
from accident or disease and provides 
for death benefit up ta maximum of 
$500.

Illinois Non-Conference = 
Men Meet on Auto Filing 





_Executives of non-conference automo- 
bile writing companies in Illinois that 
have their awn organization in the state 
will attend a meeting in the Palmer 
House, Chicago, July 26, to discuss com- 
pliance with the automobile anti-discrim- 
ination article of the new Illinois insur- 
ance code. This article requires the 
filing of rates and rules, prohibits writ- 
ing fictitious automobile fleets, etc. The 
non-conference companies that belong to 
this organization may decide to make 
uniform filings. 

Much interest is being taken in just 
how the anti-discrimination law will be 
applied in several respects. One of the 
big questions is how those companies 
that use the so-called occupational rat- 
ing plan will file. A few companies at 
present use this plan in same sections 
of the state but not in others. Probably 
under the anti-discrimination article, 
they would have to pursue a uniform 
course. Some companies that use this 
system do not have a precise statement 
as to just who is and who is nat eligible 
for a rate discount. The risks are stud- 
ied individually and are either accepted 
or rejected. The Accident & Casualty 
is One company that states specifically 
and in detail just which types of motor- 
ists are entitled to the discount. Most 
of the other accupational rating compa- 
nies exercise considerable discretion in 
the individual case, however. Under the 
filing requirement, it is assumed the 
companies that intend to use this plan 
must set forth a rather rigid formula. 


Burglaries in Detroit 

_ Evidently there has been an increase 
in burglaries in Detroit. One of the fire 
companies issued a floater policy to the 
Allied Tailors covering all hazards. 
These tailors send their cleaning out to 
large concerns and they were confronted 
with a number of burglary losses. Evi- 
dently clothing can be disposed of read- 
ily. The company found it necessary to 
cancel the policy on account of the bur- 
glary losses.

handed down simultaneously with, or 
close ta, the promulgation of the rates 
for 1938, endless difficulties are appar- 
ently in sight for the companies. 

With no decision made public by Sept. 
15, when new rates for another year 
must be ready, will the commissioner 
employ the same methods of the pre- 
vious year and issue rates which are 
further inadequate? If he is consistent, 
he must stick to the use of the five year 
average experience and ignore the two 
year rate level factor, as he did last year. 
Will he also again reduce the compa- 
nies’ estimates of the value of their out- 
standing claims for years prior to 1937 
by 10 percent, as he did last year? 





Must Repeat Process 


If the commission so determines and 
the adverse decision against his acts af 
1936 is handed down, the companies will 
be in a position of again having to go 
to the courts to have revised the rates 
for 1938 as they did in the case of the 
rates of 1937. ' 

If the governor has any intentian of 
removing the commissioner, dependent 
upon the adverse decision of the full 
bench, what will be the effect on the 
promulgated rates for 1938 if the com- 
missioner should be removed? There 
is a time limit when the rates must be 
issued and if there were to be a new 
cammissioner he might not have time, 
if he had the situation adequately in 
hand and mind, to make proper rates. 
In addition, the present commissioner 
would have his right to appeal to the 
supreme court against his removal, 
which would involve the legality of the 
acts of any temporary appaintee. 


Governor Refuses to Act 


On the closing of public hearings on 
the Commonwealth Mutual Liability, in 
which the commissioner was involved, 
and which some have felt might give the 
governor opportunity to make an issue 
with the cammissioner, the governor 
stated publicly that “the commission is 
a legislative one and the matter is one 
fer the legislature to act upon.” The 
governor, either by intent or accident, 
overlooked the phraseology of the act 
creating the cammission, which stated 
it “could make a report of its findings 
direct to the governor at any time,” but 
the statement made it obvious the gov- 
ernor would not avail himself of. the 
Commonwealth case to take any action 
against the commissioner, were there 
grounds for such. 


Term Expires in April 


The term of office of the present com- 
missioner expires next April and 
whether he stays in office or not until 
that time, is of relatively little impor- 
tance compared to the uncertainty and 
confusion which now prevails, and 
threatens to become worse, in the matter 
of compulsory automobile liability insur- 
ance rates. If the companies win their 
case on the 1937 rates they are in a po- 
sition of being obliged to send out bills 
for extra premiums, the amount of 
which incidentally must be fixed by the 
commissioner, almost at the end of the 
year for which the premiums have al- 
ready been collected. With a possible 
repetition of this situation another year 
the public is likely to become con- 
founded and demand relief from the com- 
pulsory act and state made, politically 
influenced, automobile liability rates, 
while the companies, as usual, will have 
to stand the odium of the whole affair. 


New Chicago Company Licensed 

Highway Mutual Casualty is the title 
of a new Chicago company that has 
been licensed. Attorney Ruben G. Hor- 
witz, 134 North La Salle street, Chicago, 
one of the promaters, states plans have 
not been perfected, but that another 
company may be acquired. He is secre- 
tary of United Emplovers Corporation, 
a concern that handles self insurance

Powers Held Restricted

thereon that the policy was to be can- 
celed. That was sent to the accounting 
department, which endorsed upon an 
account card that the policy was can- 
celed as of that date and the open ac- 
count entitled “Premium Payment Serv- 
ice” was credited with the return pre- 
mium., 

Section 8959 of the Iowa law, the 
court observed, guarantees the assured 
against cancellation by the company 
without registered mail notice and grace 
and sections 8960, 8961 and 8963 pre- 
serve to policyholders the right to can- 
cel their policies upon paying or be- 
coming liable to pay an amount not to 
exceed short rate premium. 

If the assured had assigned his inter- 
est in his policy to the insurer direct 
and had empowered the insurer to can- 
cel at its will or discretion without reg- 
istered mail notice to him and without 
his days of grace, the contract would 








have been made void by the terms of 
the statute, according to the court. 
The question is, the court said, 
whether the result is different when the 
president and managing officer of the 
insurer undertake themselves to carry 
on the business of obligating their pol- 
icyholders to such contracts. 





Designation Not Important | 


Although the contract names Pre- | 
mium Payment Service as the one who | 
may effect cancellation of the policy at | 
will and without any notice to the as- | 
sured and may hold him to the payment | 
for the whole term, the managing off- | 
cers of the insurers are the identical | 
persons so described. It seems to be of | 
no moment, according to the court, 
whether they be designated “Premium 
Payment Service,” or “John W. Gunn | 
& Son,” or “managing officers of the | 
insurance company actively erigaged in 
carrying on its business.” 

The installment contract, which con- 
stitutes Premium Payment Service, the 
assured’s attorney to give five days’ 
notice of cancellation to the company, 
means that Mr. Gunn may, in his own 
discretion and at his own will, give the 
notice to himself, and he is the one who | 
is given the option to hold the assured | 
to the payment of the whole premium. 

“We think the contract which author- | 
izes the managing officers of the insur- 





ance company, in their discretion, to 
effect cancellation of their company’s 
outstanding policy without registered 
mail notice and without the grace period 
prescribed by the statutes and which em- 
powered them to hold the assured to pay 
the whole premium amount, in all prac- 


| tical intent, is the same thing as author- 


izing the insurance company itself to 
do so,” the court asserted. 


Says Interests Conflict 


The court asserted that the Gunn’s in- 
terest as operators of the insurance com- 
pany and of the premium financing serv- 
ice conflicted. 

The court stated that it is not called 
on to consider plans for financing pre- 
mium payments in general. 

“The contract which confers on the 
managing officer power at will to cancel 
the insurance without statutory grace 
and notice, or, in their discretion, to 
hold the assured to liability for the 
whole term and which provides a fee 
to the officer personally for services in- 
consistent with his duties to the com- 
pany, must be held to contravene the 
Statutes, in violation of the letter and 
the spirit.” 

The argument was made that the 
Gunn’s had money of their own invested 
in Premium Payment Service and, there- 
fore, they should be regarded as third 
parties, independent of the insurance. 
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company. Their interest in the financing 
concern was entirely incompatible with 
their position with the insurance com- 
pany, according to the court. In prac- 
tical effect the installment plan of pre- 
mium payment was really company busi- 
ness. The business was brought in by 
agents. The business was done in the 
company’s office and by its employes. 
Other companies were selling their in- 
surance on the installment plan and the 
Employers Mutual Casualty plan helped 
that company meet such competition. 
“The fact that, as between the com- 
pany and its managing officers, the offi- 
cers were diverting a $4 charge out of 
the business from the policyholders to 
their own pockets was merely inciden- 
tal,” the court asserted. “Such being 
the real situation, the court ought not 
to let the business be so carried on as 
to defeat the statute and deprive the 
assured of rights when the legislature, 
by its enactment, preserved them. We 
conclude that, as managing officers, Mr. 
Gunn and his son were forbidden by the 
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statute to contract for the power to 
effect cancellation of the insurance with- 
out statutory notice to the assured, or to 
compel the assured to be liable for the 
whole term.”

Glass “Non-Insurance” Fund 
Is Insurance, Court Holds 





On the ground that the fund main- 
tained by the Manhattan & Bronx Re- 
tail Grocers Association for the replace- 
ment of damaged plate glass for mem- 
bers is in reality a reciprocal, the court 
of appeals of New York has affirmed 
judgment of conviction of Emil G. Ros- 
chli, who was secretary of the fund. The 
court of special sessions of the City of 
New York held that operation of the 
fund violated the insurance laws. That 
conviction was reversed by the appel- 
late division. The court of appeals found 
that the court of original jurisdiction 
was correct. 

Under the operation of the fund, a 
member paid a certain amount annually 
according to the amount of glass he 
wished protected. There was a definite 
rate per square foot. The understanding 
was that should the fund become ex- 





hausted it would automatically close up 
and there would be no assessment. At 
the end of the year, after a saving of 
about 60 percent, 50 percent was paid 
back to the members and 10 percent was 
kept as a reserve for the next year. 
The certificate of membership contained 
a statement that the fund is not an in- 
surance or indemnity company nor does 
it take insurance risks or issue insur- 
ance policies. 

The court of appeals stated that the 
plan was in its essence that of a recip- 
rocal. It said that a contract of insur- 
ance cannot be changed into something 
else by giving it another name. 


Lynch Reciprocal Has the 
Indiana Coal Mine Loss 


Lynch Coal Operators Reciprocal af 
Terre Haute, Ind., had the compensa- 
tion insurance on the Glendora Coal 
Company’s Baker mine near Sullivan, 
Ind., in which 20 miners were killed and 
nine injured as the result of a gas ex- 
plosion. The head of the coal company, 
in a radio talk, vaiced appreciation to 
the Lynch concern for the service it ren- 
dered in connection with the disaster.

Vacations Are a Factor 





An insurance salesman these days in 
programming a man’s protection needs 
must take into account the tremendous 
change so far as vacations are concerned 
during recent years. In days gone by, 
many people did not take a regular va- 
cation. Now they are going away on 
week ends. Many offices only run a 
skeleton force on Saturdays, which giv es 
employes the opportunity to go on trips. 
Then there is the regular vacation. 

There are new recreation centers, 
camps of all kinds, organized land 
cruises, directors are in charge of trips, 
there is an increased use of bicycles, 
people are going more and more in auto- 
mobiles and using trailers, They are 
going on water trips. This brings, of 
course, into play the need for adequate 
accident insurance and health insurance. 
There is an opportunity to suggest resi- 
dence burglary where a house is closed. 
If a person is using his automobile and 
trailer and is not adequately cavered 
then an adjusted program should be sug- 
gested. The vacation season certainly 
brings in the need for coverages to meet 
the situation. 


Employers Liability Comment 


The Employers Liability 
connection: 

“More and more men and women are 
engaging in activities which they 
never before entered, that they are find- 
ing themselves in situatians and under 
conditions which by their own choice are 
entirely different from those of their 
everyday life. This also means that 
these same men and women are facing 
hazards which they normally would not 
encounter. This fuller, more mobile, 
more active living creates new needs, 
makes greater demands on the purse, 
and brings with it new and increasing 
hazards. An insurance program which 
is perfectly adapted for their workaday 
habits, modes and position will not per- 
haps be sufficient to cover their changed 
leisure-time activities. They will need 
an adjustment of their insurance pro- 
gram, and additional coverages.”

Vacation Lines Recommended 


The Metropolitan Casualty and Com- 
mercial Casualty recommend for vaca- 
tion insurance residence public liability 
where someone not connected with the 
family may be injured. For instance, a 
passerby may trip over part of a hose 
that extended over the sidewalk. Then 
there may be an injury due to a rake, 
lawn mower, bicycle or something else 
left out in the yard or on the parkway. 
Again there is danger always of break- 
ing windows. Water damage is liable to 
occur during the summer, especially dur- 
ing the maid’s day off when the win- 
dows are left open and rain may seri- 
ously damage the ceiling and walls. No 
one should be without golfer’s and sports 
liability. Personal liability should be 
carried by everyone. A man or member 
of his family through some inadvertence 
may cause injury to someone else and 
a claim be made. Residence burglary is 
always a good line to sell during the 
summer period. 

Of course the personal effects floater 
is one of the most desirable lines to sell 
for vacation. It can be taken on an an- 
nual basis rather than for the duration 
of vacation or any trip. While it does 
not cover the permanent residence of 
the assured, it does cover his effects or 
those of his family while away from 
home. It includes such places as offices, 
laundries, cleaners, golf clubs and hotels, 
ete. Jewelry and furs are covered up to 
10 percent of the amount of the policy 





with a limit of $100 on any one article. 
If more insurance is required on some 
jewelry or furs, then the personal jewelry 
or fur floater can be sold and it has the 
advantage of including coverage while in 
the residence. In the personal effects 
floater, there is an automobile exclusion 
clause whereby the policy excludes cov- 
erage from unattended automobiles un- 
less due to forcible entry and then only 
not exceeding 10 percent of the amount 
of the policy and not to exceed $250 in 
any one loss. The automobile exclusion 
clause, however, can be deleted by the 
payment of an additional premium.

Selling the Low Cost 
Burglary. Policy 

Many agents in territory 4 of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Casualty & Surety Un- 
derwriters are selling the low cost resi- 
dence burglary policy. This can be used 
outside of the bigger centers and is avail- 
able to residents of one and two family 
houses giving them $1,000 protection for 
$9.99 a year. The beauty of this is that 
it gives a fair amount of indemnity cov- 
ering $300 on jewelry, sterling silver and 
furs, $700 on other property including 
$50 on money and securities. Usually 
house entrances and porches are pro- 
tected up to $100, property in garages 
and out houses outside of the automo- 
bile are covered up to $100. This policy 
insures any property stored in a safety 
deposit box. Servants and guests are 
protected up to 25 percent of the face of 
the policy. 

Very often salesmen strike consider- 
able sales resistance in territory of this 
kind because it is claimed there are such 
few losses. However, burglaries are li- 
able to occur anywhere. Last year there 
were 55,660 robberies, 278,823 burglaries 
and 717,674 larcenies reported to police 
authorities. In this low priced policy 
holdup in the residence, any damage 
done by burglars is included.

Michigan Commissioner Says Charter 
of General of Seattle “Too Broad” 
to Permit Authorization 








LANSING, MICH., July 21.—Cam- 
missioner Gauss said, following a confer- 
ence with J. J. Cavanaugh, Detroit, of 
counsel for the General of Seattle, that 
the request for a renewal of its Michigan 
license had been denied pending final 
adjudication of a federal court suit in 

which the company has been seeking to 
force the commissioner to reaccept a 20 
percent deviation filing on fire business 
written in Michigan. 

The commissioner said the company’s 
charter is “too broad” to permit him to 
continue its authorization in Michigan, 
as it permits writing of participating and 
deviated policies, powers not permitted 
Michigan companies. Renewal of its li- 
cense was held up at the end of the 
licensing year March 31 after it had been 
permitted to write direct “fre business 
since Aug. 30, 1935. 

The commissioner is understood to 
have been asked to renew the license on 
a limited basis, pending outcome of the 
litigation. 


Monroe, Mich., Storm Hits 
3 Western Factory Risks 








The windstorm that struck Monroe, 
Mich., caused loss to three Western 
Factory risks there. The plant of Can- 
solidated Paper Company was damaged 
to the extent of $150,000 to $175,000. 
Buildings No. 19 and 33 of plants 7 and 
9 were badly damaged. One-third of 
the roof was torn off and a section of 
the brick wall callapsed of building 19, 
the box plant 200 feet long. The sprink- 
ler lines were broken. A garage building 
of the Detroit Stoker Company was de- 
stroyed with total loss to insurance of 
$5,000. The River Raisin Paper Com- 
pany suffered loss of about $2,500. 

The Majestic Theater building suf- 
fered damage and there was considerable 
loss in the residential section. The 
force of the storm seemed to concen- 
trate at the plant of Consolidated Paper 
Company.

Seek Stable Government in Insurance, 
“Not Torn by Political Dissensions 
and Free of Class Favors” 





OKLAHOMA CITY, July 21.— 
Forty insurance men from all parts of 
Oklahoma, including the executive com- 
mittee of the Oklahoma Association of 
Insurors, leading agents and company 
men, met here ta take stock of in- 
surance developments the past two years 
and to plan a united course for the fu- 
ture. A committee was authorized to 
call on the governor as soon as he re- 
turns from his vacation and an the state 
insurance board when all three mem- 
bers of the board are present, to ask for 
uniform and non-discriminatory regula- 
tions of all branches of insurance. Man- 
ager J. D. Saint was authorized to seek 
the aid of university authorities in the 
inimediate study of Oklahoma insurance 
laws and the preparation of a complete 
revision of the insurance statutes in a 
modern and all-inclusive insurance code. 


Would Educate Public 


“What we want in Oklahoma,” said 
Mr. Saint, “is a stable government in 
insurance, one not torn by political dis- 
sensian and one free of class favors. We 
shall seek by agitation the forthcoming 
year to educate the public and persons 
who offer themselves for public office 
the crying need to revamp our entire 
insurance structure so we may be legally 
sound and morally right in all our pub- 
lic relations. We want such a cade as 
will command the respect of our citi- 
zens, one in which all classes of com- 
panies, domestic and foreign, which 
transact every sort and kind of insur- 


ance, shall know definitely where they 
stand and what limitations are imposed. 
“Nothing short of a united insurance 
program interests us. We want consti- 
tutional rights preserved to every type, of 
insurer, stock, mutual, reciprocal or in- 
ter-insurance exchanges. We want to 
get out of the doldrums of inertia, lax- 
ity, indifference and ineffectiveness of 
law enforcement and move our great 
insurance commerce of $25,000,000 in 
premiums per year to respectful and 
protective public administration.”

New England Blue Goose Is Looking 
Into the Bankers National 
Life Proposition 





The New England Blue Goose has be- 
fore it a proposition for blanket cov- 
erage life insurance submitted by the 
Bankers National Life of Montclair, N. 
J., recently adopted by the New York 
City pond. This contract provides for 
individual term policies issued under a 
master contract with the pond. Rates 
are based on the age of each member. 
Premiums are collected by the pond in 
order to save expense. The Bankers Na- 
tional requires that at least 20 members 
apply for insurance for a total of at least 
$50,000 before the master policy will be 
issued. The policyholder may exchange 
his certificate at any time for an endow- 
ment, limited pay or ordinary life policy. 
There is no medical examination re- 
quired. The premium runs level for 10 
years following which the insurance is 
available for additional 10-year periods 
but at a higher premium. At age 35 the 
quarterly premium per $1,000 is $2.51, at 
45, $3.50; 55, $7.53. There is no cash 
surrender value. 


Boston Board to Look Into 
Its Rights in Merger Move 


BOSTON, July 21.—The Boston 
Board, which the special Boston com- 
mittee of the Eastern Underwriters 


Association voted recently to take over 
and amalgamate with the New England 
Insurance Exchange and the Providence 
Board, ta form the New England Fire 
Insurance Rating Association, is to 
make an investigation as to its rights 
as an incorporated organization as af- 
fected by the action of the E. U. A. 

The board voted strongly against the 
merger and membership in the praposed 
new single rating a. notwith- 
standing which the E. U. A. committee 

voted to put the plan into effect at some 
date in the near future. The Boston 
Board has a legal entity as a corpora- 
tion and as such has a considerable fund 
in its treasury and alsa holds title to 
records and schedules which would form 
an important part of the new setup. 

A committee of three was appointed 
“to investigate the obligations and re- 
sponsibilities of the Boston Board in 
connection with the New England Fire 
Insurance Rating Association.” Presi- 
dent Willard C. Hill named as the com- 
mittee A. J. Anderson of OBrion, Rus- 
sell & Co., chairman; W. S. Gierasch of 
Boit, Daltan, Church & Hamilton, and 


R. A. Sullivan of Hinckley & Woods. 


Philadelphia’s Mayor Kills 
the Proposed Asset Tax 








The crisis that in recent years has 
been periodically caused in Philadelphia 
by passage of and threats to pass a city 
tax on the assets of home town mutual 
life and mutual fire companies and mu- 
tual savings banks has again been safely 
passed. The city council passed a bill 
imposing a 4 mill tax on the assets of 
such campanies, but Mayor Wilson ve- 
toed the measure and stated that as long 
as he is mayor he will never approve 
such a tax. 

As in the past, the mutual life com- 
panies came to the front with threats 
to move out of the city should the tax 
be imposed. The mayor announced his 


decision at a hearing attended by rep- | 


resentatives of financial and civic organ- 
izations, including Philadelphia Real 
Estate Board, Philadelphia Association 
of Life Underwriters, Insurance Fed- 
eration of Pennsylvania, and Philadel- 
phia Chamber of Commerce. 

Shortly after the hearing started the 
mayor interrupted the Penn Mutual 








‘We are very proud of aur insurance 
companies. We do not want to lose 
them. We realize that you are in a se- 
rious competitive situation, and that you 
would be forced to amend yaur charters 
to provide for home offices outside of 
Philadelphia. 

“I realize there is no sense in voting 
a tax you can’t collect. It is quite evi- 
dent that you could not pay the tax, 
therefore we could not collect it. I ap- 
preciate your cooperation, and I shall 
see that the bill is recalled at next 
Thursday’s meeting of the council.” 

While the agitation had been going 
on, various Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
and Delaware cities, also Hartford, had 
sent removal invitations to the compa- 
nies, with promises of exemption from 
such taxation as the Philadelphia coun- 
cil had proposed. Camden offered to 
lease its over-size city hall ta the com- 
panies. 

During the last week the companies 
jointly described the situation in Phila- 
delphia newspapers, in advertisements 
whose caption was “We Do Not Want 
to Leave Philadelphia.” Commissioner 
Hunt voiced objection to the praposed 
tax.

surance department, according to J. J. H. 
McCarty, principal investigator for 
western Pennsylvania. The past two 
years the office has obtained 42 convic- 
tions, and two agents are now under 
bond for court hearing, one in Fayette 
county and one in Allegheny county. 





Brokers in Connecticut 


HARTFORD, July 21.—There are 
397 insurance brokers registered in Con- 
necticut as of July 1, 30 of them living 
in Connecticut and the remainder di- 
vided as follows: New York, 267; 
Massachusetts, 41; Rhode Island, 33, 
and eight other states with less than 
15 each.

A 
clause stating that “this endorsement 
shall not increase in any manner the lim- 
its stated ‘in the policy” has been in- 
serted in respect to third party respon- 
sibility. 

The new endorsement has been drafted 
primarily far private passenger cars. In- 
surers desiring to use some other form 
tor commercial trailers have been invited 
to submit any comments or suggestion, 
so that the committee may consider the 
desirability of adopting a standard cam- 
mercial trailer form. 


Confer on “Housecleaning” 

TORONTO, July 21.—Following his 
warning several months ago that fire 
and casualty organizations in Canada 
must “clean house,” Superintendent Mc- 
Nairn of Ontario has held a further con- 
dential meeting with those concerned. 








As a result, the Dominion Board of 
Fire Underwriters and other bodies are 
to report on remedies undertaken or 
proposed. The questions include agency 
commissions and regulations. 


Hail Premiums in Canada 


Companies writing hail insurance in 
Canada say that the wheat crop in the 
upper two-thirds of Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan will be in bad shape this 
year. There is still a continuous draught 
Therefore the hail premiums will be 
down.

Risk Meeting on July 29

erations in taking this position was to 
protect the interests of the producer. 
They appreciated that the compensation 
end of the risk might be desirable and 
yet no company might want to assume 
the O. D. liability on an individual basis. 
Under the consolidation principle, how- 
ever, if the O. D. risk is assigned, the 
compensation risk is also assigned and 
the producer loses his commission on the 
compensation part as well. 

In no state in which a rejected risk plan 
is in operation is a commission paid on 
assigned risks. Because a commission 
is not paid, some executives believe, 
there is an inducement to the producer 
to seek to persuade the assured to im- 
prove the conditions surrounding the 
risk so that it might be acceptable to an 
individual company. If commissions 
were paid on rejected risks, the theory 
is that the producer would have no in- 
centive to bring about improvement. He 
would merely proceed to get the re- 
quired three rejections of the risk from 
individual companies, put the risk in the 
pool and get his commission. 

The future of the three or four Chi- 
cago concerns engaged in handling af- 
fairs of compensation self-insured on a 
group basis with stop loss contracts in 
London Lloyds and Legal & General af 
England is in doubt. United Employ- 
er’s Corporation and Illinois Employers 
Service are two such concerns. Their 
status has been pondered by the insur- 
ance department for some time. They 
have been qualifying their members, 
most of whom are in such undesirable 
classifications as junk yard, tomb stone 
cutters, etc., as self insured, making a 
deposit with the industrial commission 
in behalf of the entire group. The serv- 
ice concern protects itself with an ag- 
gregate loss contract in Lloyds or Legal 
& General through the latter’s Canadian 
representatives. Although the insurance 
department has not issued a ruling, the 
understanding is that the department 
believes these concerns are, in reality, 
insurance carriers. 

Those operating Illinois Employers 
Service undertook to organize an in- 
surer, Iron & Steel Mutual, but the re- 
quirements were not met and the char- 
ter has expired. 

F. M. Heller of United Emplayer’s 
states his organization is forming an in- 
surance company. 

Now that the regular insurance com- 
panies are setting up pools to handle 
rejected occupational disease and com- 
pensation risks in Illinois, thase small 
employers who have been using these 
service organizations may decide to be 
insured through the pools. 

Some of those connected with United 
Employer’s secured a license for a new 
company, Highway Mutual Casualty, 
June 29, just before the new Illinois 
code became effective with its more 
stringent organization requirements. Mr. 
Heller states that this has no official 
connection with United Employer's.

Extra Expense Cover 

Mr. Julian referred to the confusion 
that was caused for several weeks by 
the demand of assured, who had the sup- 
plemental contract, for malicious mis- 
chief and vandalism coverage. Malicious 
mischief and vandalism at that time 
could be purchased only through the 
Explosion Conference. Later the rules 
were altered to permit extension of the 
supplemental contract to cover vandal- 
ism. When the coverage was made 
available in this guise there was no pro- 
vision for trebling the rates during the 
progress of a riot. The Ohia Bureau, 
he declared, was requested by agents to 
publish rates on specific plants where 
riot was in progress. The bureau de- 
clined to do so, stating that the proper 
course under those circumstances is to 
use the Explosion Canference and triple 
rates. If such a request comes from a 
company, the bureau will give them the 
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rate but will not publish it during the 
progress of a riot. 

In publishing the vandalism rate, the 
Ohio Bureau, he observed, also pub- 
lishes the supplemental contract rate. 
That is done as a precaution to pre- 
vent the use of the vandalism rider di- 
rectly on a fire policy. 

Extra expense insurance, according to 
Mr. Julian, promises to be “a rather un- 
ruly addition to U. & O.” 
to draw the line between extra expense 
and U. & O., he observed. E 

In an attempt to control the use of 
extra expense cover, a list of eligible 
risks is given. In February extra ex- 
pense caver was available for news- 
paper plants only. Now it may be used 
for ice manufacturing and delivering 
concerns, milk pasteurizing and delivery 
people, laundries, garbage collectors, 
dry cleaners, oil and gas distributors, 
old people’s homes, orphanages, poor 
houses, schools, 

All of these risk classifications, he ab- 
served, manufacture products or render 
service that need to be continued re- 
regardless of expense and that can be 
duplicated elsewhere under normal con- 
ditions. 

Some times, he observed, the work 
cannot be duplicated. For instance, if 
all plants engaged in similar work are 
running to capacity, it may be impos-

no loss under the extra expense form. 

He recalled that a revised extra ex- 
pense form was published in June to 
care for additional eligible risks. This 
form eliminates reference to newspaper 
plants. The work and materials clause 
contains a blank space for the insertion 
of the name of the class of risk. 

Under the extra expense form, he ob- 
served, the risk can be insured for not 
less than three months, whereas in the 
U. & O. form the period of suspension 
cannot be less than one year. 

He referred to the fact that auto fill- 
ing statian form No. 6 was recently lib- 
eralized in keeping with developments 
at typical filling stations.

36 days after receipt of such notices to 
comply. If the notices are not sent un- 
til later in the summer, the real show- 
down will be deferred until well into the 
autumn. In the meantime much diplo- 
macy can be exercised in an effort to 
prevent a smashup. 

The day following the Harkins and 
Crane hearing a special appellate board 
of the association voted to set aside the 
action of the executive committee in 
expelling from membership the class 2 
agency of Yeckel-Earickson Company. 
That agency has indicated it will cease 
writing new business for the New 
Brunswick of the Home of New York 
group. The Home is represented in 


M. & M-C. T. & M. office. 


Letter by McCormack 





In his letter to members, Mr. Mc- 
Cormack said: 

“We think every member of the asso- 
ciation will admit that Marsh & Mc- 
Lennan will have no difficulty whatever 
in being appointed agents for as many 
companies as they need to handle their 
business; we are sure that some of the 
members of the executive committee 
have been so informed by some of their 
companies of this fact. Believing this to 
be true, it is our position that an im- 
portant agency similar to this to become 
non-board and representing important 
companies, coupled with the fact that 
the Buffalo, Northwestern National, 
Firemen’s group and others are outside 
the board, that the effectiveness of the 
Fire Underwriters Association would be 
weakened materially by forcing Marsh 
& McLennan to become non-board. 

“Tf Marsh & McLennan, or any other 
bona fide insurance agency, are going to 
be in business in St. Louis, we want to 
belong to an association with them, be- 
cause we can, at least, have one finger 
on their pulse at all times, and we are 
sure this firm, or any other similar firm, 
as members of the Fire Underwriters 
Association, will be much more helpful 
to all of us than if they are permitted to 
operate without restraint.” 


Other Side of Picture 


One prominent agent, who declined 
to permit the use of his name at this 
time, had this to say about the meeting: 

“There were 64 Class 1 members and 
40 were represented at the meeting, al- 
though only 34 answered the roll call. 

“This is quite a good attendance for 
three reasons: 

“1, Because it was common gossip 
that there was na chance for the appeal- 
ing agents to muster anywhere near the 
two-thirds vote required to override the 
expulsion order. 

“2. Because quite a few members were 
absent on vacation. 

“3. Because there are a number of 
Class 1 members who are salaried man- 
agers for companies and they were not 
interested in the appeals because they 
felt it was an agents’ question. 

“The rules give only one vote to each 
agency, although members of firms and 
officers and stockholders of corporations 
must pay individual Class 1 dues, and 
are listed as active members. 

“Of the 13 votes in favor of keeping 
the Crane and Harkins agencies in the 
association, 10 came from one-man agen- 
cies, the total strength being reflected 
in those 13 votes being 21 active mem- 
bers and 24 brokers in their offices, or a 
total of 45 producers. In other words, 
no large agency voted ta keep those two 
agencies in the association. 

“On the contrary, every large agency 
represented at the meeting voted to sus- 
tain the rules, their strength being rep- 





— 


resented by 60 active members and 154 
brokers, a total of 214 producers. 

“I believe that the agencies sustain- 
ing the rules write at least 10 times as 
much in premiums as those wha were 
Ww illing to disregard the in-and-out rules, 

“From the speeches made from the 
floor, it was quite evident that a num- 
ber of agencies voting to over-ride the 
executive committee, were doing so only 
because they felt that the Crane and 
Harkins agencies were old members and 
ought not to be asked to give up com- 
panies which they have had for a great 
many years.” 


Appeal Is Taken in Case 
of the Hardware Mutuals 





Appeal has been taken in the case of 
Stevens et al vs. the Hardware Mutual 
Casualty, Hardware Dealers Mutual 
Fire and 19 officers and directors of the 
twa companies at Stevens Point, Wis,, 
and the Premium Finance Company. 
There were three plaintiffs who sought 
to have the Premium Finance Company 
refund all profits it had made to the 
policyholders of the two mutuals. Re- 
moval of Carl N. Jacobs, president of 
the Hardware Mutual Casualty and 
president of the finance campany from 
executive position with the insurance 
companies was sought. The Premium 
Finance Company is an adjunct of the 
insurance companies. 

Judge Reid of Wausau decided in fa- 
vor of the insurance companies and ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Premium 
Finance Company was of benefit to the 
policyholders. He maintained that two 
of the plaintiffs, T. L. Faucett and W. 
G. Stevens, did not have legal capacity 
to maintain action against the insurance 
companies because they were not policy- 
holders at the time the action was 
started. A breach of trust was the charge 
on which the plaintiffs based their case. 


Distribute New Indiana Laws 


The Indiana department is distributing 
a supplement to Indiana insurance laws, 
containing all new enactments and 
amendments passed by the 1937 legisla- 
ture. Included in this pamphlet is the 
new occupational disease act and a no- 
tation on gross income tax pertaining 
to Indiana companies. Also in the pam- 
phlet is the amendment to the state re- 
taliatory law, which is described as 
really having teeth. It would bar from 
Indiana companies of any state which 
refuses admission of an Indiana company 
that has been approved by the Indiana 
department.
